V ; Many years ago the question of fra- 
■: ternities and everything pertaining to 
; them was threshed out in a thorough and 
: satisfactory mannei', at McGill. Here, 
fraternities are not by any means regarded 
as sacrosanct' ' witness the flipiptfht at- 
titude of the Daily on several occasions 
&;in the past — they undoubtedly dp much 
;ii|good and 'some evil. A fraternity is of ten 
.1 a godsend to the student who comes from 
"^.o;|it of town- ' He is provided with a fair 
îaubatitute ' f or- the family roof -tree, con- 
Igenial company, and meals, which if not 
jfao hot, are usually plentiful. On the other 
v.hand a fraternity is .sometimes the un- 
f!v.doing''of a student who if he had. not 
'^^elonged , would have made good. There 
'1are too many counter attractions, tqo^^ny 
r temptations continually assailing l^tlMjlpit u- 
dent who has not sufficient will^^^^o 
sàj', "No;, I have work to do." 

It has .often been claimed by the 
•^opponents of fraternities that they lend 
';^^tirieajc down'college spirit — to introduce 
:J sectionalism. This is true of many col- 
|.leges in the States, where fraternities play 
l^such an important part, that not to belong 
Mio one is equivalent to social ostracism ; 
Wbiit at McGill where there are so' many 
fraternity mombers. also residents in 
"jgntwal, and who have known, met and 
_ la^eolwith one another since they were 
children', ând Avhere there are all the- 
I diverse attractions offered by a city of 
j» any size, this strong 'element of feeling is 
]|lacking. There is a spirit of tolerance 
i^exhibited on all sides. Fraternity mém- 
ï^^'bers do not look down on a student merely 
g.because he fails to belong to a fraternity, 
|:i.neither does the non-fraternity man criti- 
^j'^cize the other because he is. It is a matter 
^ bm purely personal volition. 

At Queen's there is an example of 
i'^this spirit of sectionalism so absent and 
^foreign to McGill. Kingston is a small 
:; town — by far' the greater portion of the 
students are not residents therè — the 
'«ï'5-body of students being not so large as at 
■ ''.'McGill, acquaintances are closer ; cliques 
'.are numerous. All these facts tend to 
|igiyj? play to .sectionalism. ^ Colleg^spi^it 
;|has always been very strong àî^Quëeh's 
t;-and doubtless the Alma Mater Society 
fvthere fears that fraternities will grjevously 
llweaken it, if they are allowed to follow 
^'vthe trend of feeling so prevalent in the 
; United States.

I field of politics. Nevertheless, it is only 
I in the last two years that a chief executive 
of a country has officially beckoned to his 
aid several of the master-minds of the 
academic world. 

This phenomenon is all the more pro- 
nounced to us today because of the obvious 
absence for the most part, .of gownsmen 
and men of profound learning in high 
state offices. We have come to believe 
that such men are wholly unfit for çublic 
office, that they do not possess'" the 
"necessary facilities" for the discharge of 
such practical matters. That, however, 
need not be, any more than the belief that 
it is impossible for the riian of executive 
and practical ability to grasp thé riidi- 
ments of theory. If corroboration of sucii 
a view is necessary, it is sufficient to refer 
to such historical figures as Gonfucius, 
Pythagoras,, Gociihe, More, Hobbes and 
Leibnitzl^iji'p^^^^ geniuses in 

itji^M^l^tive fields of learning, who 
ÏÏiyedfiîîftTieîr own world of ideas, yet who 
wei-é alive to the practical affairs, of their 
times and participated actively in the 
political and financial problems which con- 
fronted their states. ' 

Whether or hot a reversion to this 
type of personality; the man who com- 
bines, sound and authoritative theory with 
sane and practical wisdom, as an official 
of the state is forthcoming, is a matter 
of conjecture. At present it is difficult 
to establish definitely the permanent 
effects of the NBA and of its various 
phases. Certainly indisputable, however, 
is the fact that public opinion is altering 
its views of the relative capabilities of the 
ordinary business man and industriial 
-leader and those of the -academic expert. 
■ perhaps, it may; be|Mggested, the ten- 
dencies of the times ^poihtftb' an improved 
state of affairs in which the leaders of 
corporations and the heads of gôvern- 
mients will unite with men of learning and 
knowledge, and the two together will 
unfold many of the intricate puzzles 
which continue to baffle goverhnlents and 
paoples.r: V i 



Ilieory And Practice 

^MID. all current controversial discussions
